llCFR  9033.4(b]  provides  that  a 
Presidential  candidate  who  receives 
federal  primary  matching  funds  will  be 
ineligible  for  matching  payments  as  of 
the  30th  day  following  the  second 
consecutive  primary  election  in  which 
the  candidate  receives  less  than  10 
percent  of  the  popular  votes  cast  for  all 
candidates  of  the  same  party  in  such 
election,  if  the  candidate  permitted  or 
authorized  his  or  her  name  to  appear  on 
the  ballot.  This  provision  does  not 
apply,  however,  if  the  candidate 
certiHes  to  the  Commission  at  least  25 
business  days  prior  to  the  primary  that 
he  or  she  will  not  be  an  active  candidate 
in  the  primary  involved. 

To  efficiently  process  these 
certifications  of  inactive  status,  the 
Commission  has  designated  the  General 
^Counsel  as  the  proper  ofHcial  to  receive 
them.
